there was a substantial increase in 
national lumber orders and 
ship- 


ments. 
Orders received by Southern 


Pine association mills were 96 per 
cent, and shipments 78 per cent, of 
actual production; while the mills of 
tho West Coast Lumbermen* assocl 
atlon received orders amounting to 
117 per cent, and made shipments 
amounting to 99 per cent of produc- 
tion. 


'Although undoubtedly there was a 


recent slackening In the lumber de- 
mand, it has been overemphasized, 
says the American Lumberman. Chi- 
cago, for despite the handicap 
to 


consumption cxerclsod by continued 
bad weather, total shipments for the 
mills reporting through eight large 
associations of manufacturers were 
only 1 per cent below production dur- 
ing the first 23 weeks of 1924—Indi- 
cating that there has been no ac- 
cumulation of stock. 


Producers, however, decline to cut 


lumber at present 
prices, and 
in 


every region there .Is a tendency to 
curtail output. The situation at the 
west coast Is Illustrative. Although 
wages were recently reduced an aver- 
age of 10 per cent, the mills find It 
impossible to market lumber at the 
prices now being offered for It. and 
on July 4 there will be ,a general 
shutdown. It Is estimated that the 
small, higher-cost mills producing 22 
per cent of the southern pine total 
find present prices below their costs, 
and that conditions have forced the 
closing down of 37 per cent of south- 
ern pine production—other 
curtail- 


ment being allowed for. Fall demand 
will see depleted stocks, and buyers 
will find it necessary to pay reason- 
able prices.

But man 
also adapts bis environment to fit him- 
self. "Where the giraffe grew a long ^ 
neck to get the leaves at the tops of the 
trees, man if he could not climb would 
•use a ladder.. Instead of growing" thick 
skin to protect ourselves against rattle- 
snakes, we wear, heavy boots. 
If en- 


vironment does not please us, we change 
it. 
Instead of fleeing from the barren- 


desert, we irrigate water into the desert 
and make it bloom. Birds evolved from 
fish which, wanting to fly, developed 
their fins into" wings. Man invents the 
airplane.

A few other forms of animal life have 


the power, though meager, to change 
their environments to suit themselves and 
. 'their needs. The beaver, for instance, 


instead of building underwater, makes a 
dam that backs up the water around a 
house constructed originally mostly on 
dry land. But man. to a phenomenal ex- 
tent, the power to adapt his environment 
to himself, "We emphasize this power be- 
cause it is the main reason why we should 
never yield to discouragement. If you 


? do not like your lot in life, you have the 


power to change it. Hard work aad self- 
denial may be necessary, but every man 
within certain bounds is master of his 
own destiny. "Where he is limited in the_ 
matter of change, it is chiefly due to re- 
strictions created by humanity at large. 
The race can have almost any kind of en- 


• -vironment it wants—if it is willing to pay 


the price. 


In part that is trua, but 
he can at least use his influence to have 
vacant, old dilapidated fire traps near 
him condemned, thus adding to the safe- 
ty, attractiveness and health of the com- 
munity.

THE COLIC QUESTION 


The Impulse is to start right off in my accus- 


tomed way and assert ba#y (I've been asserting 
things that way for ten years now) that there is no 
such condition as "colic" in babies, but on sober 
second thought I hod better defer that for another 
ten years, for them are too many old grannies still 
hanging around and too many old toggles still prac- 
ticing medicine. Let's compromise by putting tho 
thing rhetorically: Is there really such a. condition 
as "colic" in infants? And if anybody assumes there 
Is. how does he arrive at his assumption? 


Colic, as I understand it. is an exquisite bellyache 


associated with or perhaps directly, due to "gas 
which distends some portion of the alimentary 
canal. The younger the infant and the less intelli- 
gent the parents, guardians, neighbors, relations, 
doctors or nurses, the more frequently does this 
hypothetical "colic1' occur. 
The readiness 
with 


which people resort to medicine or dope for In 
fants varies inversely with intelligence. At the 
present time probably 90 per cent of the d'enjand 
for "colic cures" comes from the illiterate popula- 
tion, and the other ten per cent from folks who con 
just read the simplest words in large print. 


If I had a baby and tho doctor told me he had 


the colic I'd change doctors. Still, £he doctor might 
be right. Even young babies sometimes have or- 
ganic disease of a painful character. Anyhow, it 
the doctor opined the baby had colic I'd say, "Very 
well. Doctor, your opinion about that Is expert, 
now can you determine what ails the baby?" 


To diagnose "colic" in the case of an infant Is 


merely a matter of opinion, not a determinable fact. 
The opinion of a physician is naturally better than 
that of any one else. But having concluded that 
the Infant has pain and perhaps gas, the doctor's 
business is to determine what is causing the pain 
and distension—in short, to try to find out what, U 
anything, is the matter. 
Young babies cry to beat the hand, and draw up 


their legs and straighten out and have hard swol- 
len bellies and clench their fists and grow red and 
pole and everything, so that any fishwife 
would 


swear the child has the colic, when there's really 
nothing much th« matter—a wet dldy, a mosquito 
bite, hunger, an overload of food, too much np:se, 
prickly heat, nausea from tobacco smoke in the air. 
the pitiless glare of bright lamps, wont of a bath 
and a nice sprinkling with talcum and a nice fresh 
nighty and a nice quiet beddy at five or six o'c.ock. 
Often too often, when a baby puts up an argument 
for some such care _or, attention he gets nothing 
but a dose of some deleterious colic medicine. 


An infant will cry long and hard, from any 


cause until so exhausted that he becomes \%eak, 
blue and cold. It has beenxwrongly assumed from 
this that cold or chilling will cause colic. The heat 
or warmth Is soothing when one has pain or discom- 
forTin the belly, from any cause, is a well known 
fact. Heat, particularly moist heat. Is a sovereign 
remedy In true colic such as occurs In gallstone 
disease. But we have no ground for the assumption 
that cold or chilling ever causes colic. Gallstone 
colic often causes cbill. The alleged colic of in 
fants never does—though prolonged violent crying 
mil- cause the infant to grow cold.

Mr. Steele 
believed that if a pulmotor had been 
available, the chll<J would have Uv«d 


A demonstration of the use of 


pulmotor was given at the Pettibone 
Peabody company department stor 
with the • result that tho pulmotor 
was turned over to the fire depart 
meat. 


Since that time a lung motor was 


procured and has ijoen used more fre 
'quently since it can be adjusted more 
satisfactorily In tho resuscitation of 
Infants. 


About 90 per cent of all the calls 


received at the flro station for the 
lungmotor are for the use on new 
born babes Other occasions for the 
use of the pulmotor or lungmotor 
ore drowning, electrocution, asphyil 
atlon firemen overcome by smoke.
